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Lots of times when you’re outside you 
think there are no animals around. 
































But there are. 
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You don’t see a lot of animals because 
they use disappearing tricks. 


The name for these disappearing tricks 
is camouflage (KAM-uh-flazh). 
































































































































Some animals camouflage themselves 
to match their surroundings. Sometimes 
you can’t even see they are there. 



































Grasshoppers have long bodies. 
Their shape makes them perfect 
for hiding in leaves of grass. 
Color the grass green or gold. 
Then color the grasshopper gone. 




















































Aphids are small bugs that hide 
under green leaves and on stems. 
Color them hidden. 













A Peppered moth caterpillar 
uses the look-alike trick. It looks 
just like a twig so its enemies 
won’t see it. Color the caterpillar 
to look like a stick. 










Many moths have marks that 
look like tree bark. The marks 
fool other animals so they can’t 
see the shape of the moths. Color 
the moths invisible. 












The spit bug is a small, white 
insect. It makes a pile of bubbles 
on a plant. Then it hides inside. 
Color the bug and its bubbles 
white. 
























Cockroaches are beetles that 
live in houses. They hide in 
cracks and crannies. Their small 
flat bodies let them fit into any 
little spot. Their dark colors help 
them hide. Color them so they 
barely show. 
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Turtles carry their hiding places 
on their backs. When they’re 
afraid they shrink into their 
shells. Color them to look the 
same as stones. 








































Now you know some camouflage tricks. 
Take this guide and go outside. See if you 
can find some of these animals where 
they hide.
